On  April  17,  1959,  I  wrote  the  following  words  In  The  Yearbook  of  The 
Wontzvllle  Methodist  Church  concerning  The  Methodist  Church  at  New 
Melle: 

"More  than  a  decade  ago  services  were  discontinued  at  The  New  Melle 
Methodist  Church.  At  the  end,  we  understand,  only  a  faithful  few 
(sometimes  five  >        «1x  in  number)  attended  the  preaching  services. 
Thereafter  until  1957  no  effort  was  made  to  locate  the  members  of  the 
church  and  to  prepare  a  list  of  persons  whose  memberships  would  still 
be  on  the  New  Melle  roll#  However,  during  the  past  two  years  we  have 
visited  local  families  and  engaged  in  correspondence  with  others;  we 
now'  report  that, to  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  there  are  19  names  on 
the  New  MqUo  roll.  They  are  distributed  in  this  w  ay— 6  live  in  New 
Melle,  9  live  on  rural  routes  in  St. Charles  and  adjoining  counties, 
1  lives  In  Wentzvllle,  1  lives  in  another  state,  and  2  live  in  other 
Missouri  towns. 

"According  to  The  Jubilee  Book  of  THE  ST.  LOUIS  GERMAN  CONFERENCE,  - 
The  Congregation  (Die  Gemeinde)  in  1869  felt  the  need  of  a  pastor 
and  sent  their  request  to  'die  Hochfchule'   (Centrfl  Wosleyan  College) 
in  Warrenton.  Br.  W.  Simon  was  sent  and  he  worked  from  I87O  to  I872.  • 
That  was  the  beginning  of  a  noble  work  which  wo  are  now  bringing  to 
an  end;  a  work  which  has  become  a  part  of  our  fellowship  at  Wentzvllle 
For  Mr.  Ed.  S.  Karronbrock,  for  many,  many  years  a  faithful  member  at 
' Now  Malle  Is  now  faithful  In  attendance  and  support  of  our  work  at 
Wentzvllle.  All  the  others  too  sustain  us  by  their  prayers  and 
goodwill  and  thoughts. 

"The  Methodist  work  at  New  Melle  came  to  an  end  because  of  social 
and  economic  changes.  Children  from  the  older  families  moved  a  way 
and  found  their  service  to  'Christ  in  other  communities  and  states. 
The  older  people  finally  were  not  able  to  attend  and  gradually  the 
work  began  to  fall  into  difficulty,  and  finally  had  to  be  stopped 
.when  it  was  no  longer  foaslblo  to  send  a  minister  to  servo  the  church.. 

"Since  the  church  property  at  New  MqUo  has  been  largely  abandoned  by 
the  membership  and  no  aliandoiir.-.  •  *•        action  has  been  taken  by  The 
Annual  Conforonoo  the  ca.'o  Ox         property  is  under  our  supervision. 
Our  Quarterly  Conference  has  approved  3  trustees  for  the  property, 
namely--Ed.  S.  Karronbrock,  Morris  Muschany,  and  William  M.  Onby. 
Insurance  Is  carried  on  the  building." 

Since  writing  those  words,  time  has  passed  and  3  members  have  died-- 


namely,  Ed,  S.  Karrenbrock,  Tato  Karronbrock,  and  Mrg,.  Eliza  RlttQi»i"^j1

"On  Sunday  af.tornoon,  November  15>  1959*  a  ^  ■ 
group  of  interested  persons  held  a  meeting  in  the  Pitraan»-Musohany  • 
-Chapel  at  New  Melle  and  formed  THE  NEV  MELLE  METHfDIST  CEMETERY 
ASSOCIATION,  a  not  for  profit  corporation.  Judge  Webster  Karrenbrock  ■ 
had  drawn  up  the  propex*  leg^l  document  for  application  to  the  Secre- 
tary  of  State  for  such  an  organization.  The  Board  of  Directors  was 
elected  with  the  following  pfereo'ns  named-Henry  Aulbert,  Dorrls  •  SchlerR 
baum,  Irene  Rlokmors,  Marvin  Hoof  nor,  and  Roy  Borgman,  This  Board 
signed  the  application  papers.  The  Board  of  Dlrocttrs  with  their' legal 
counsel,  Mp#  Karrenbrock,  Is  now  preparing  by-laws  and  will  presently 
call  another  mooting,  ^ny  persons  intorosted  in  giving  perpetual  and. 
permanent  care  to  The    ethodist  CGmotory  at  Now  Melle  should  oontE^pt^v 
this  assoclatiion*"  ••  . 

(Editor's  Note:  Judge  Webster  Karrenbrock  informed  mo  on  Tuesday,, 
March  1.  1960j  that  ho  expected  tho  return  of  tho  Incorporation 
papers  "any  day  now."  The  delay  has  been  considerable.  As  soon  as  the' 
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papers  aro  reoQlvod  from  Jofferson  City  and  The  Board  of  Directors 
meets  to  eleot  officers,  our  Trustees  will  complete  transfer  of  The 
Cemetery  tp  The  Association;  we  shall  also  place  into  their  keeping 
old  comotory  rooords  and  a  sum  of  money  (|275tOO)  which  wo  now  hold 
in  custody.) 

Wo  are  now  in  the  process  of  do-consocratlng  the  building,  for  Metho- 
dist usage.  It  has  boon  offorod  to  our  friends  in  The  Baptist  denom- 
ination who  expect  to.  buy  it  and  begin  a  mission  in  New  Melle*  We  ex- 
pect -to  make  a  final  and  complete  statement  on  the  disposition  of  the 
building  at  the  end  of  this  history.  All  the  sacramentals  have  been 
removed  from  the  building  except  the  pulpit,  the  altar  rail,  the  bell 
and  the  corner  stone. 

The  pows  whlck  were  brought  to  Now  Mollo  from  the  Howell  Mothodlst 
Church  by  Morris  Muschany  during  the  TNT  days  have  boon  sold  for 
$300  to  The  Emory  Memorial  Methodist  Church  at  Now  Haven,  Missouri. 

The  beginnings  of  our  fethodist  work  are  lost  in  the  deep  shadows  of 
the  last  century.  On  August  17,  1869,  ninoty-ono  years  ago  the  follow- 
ing document  was  filed  for  record  in  St.Charlos,  Missouri (Note--if 
there  are  errors  in  spoiling  and  uncertainties  about  words,  please 
remembor  that  'the  document  is  vory  old  and  in  transcribing  the  aged 

words,  some  errors  might  have  ontorod  without  intontlont)^   The 

documents  wore  written  in  long  hand,  then  photostats  made  of  the  re- 
cord, then  a  secretary  put  them  into  typewritten  form.  We  shall  do  the 
best  we  can  with  them,

"A  constitution  consisting  of  a  preamble,  eleven.-  articles,  and 
eleven  by-laws  was  adopted,  .-  „ 

"According  to  this  constitution  the  following  officers  were  elected — 

Charl'''\  Borgman,  president,  for  a  term  of  throe  years  Edward 

Karrenbrock,  vice-president,  for  a  torqj  of  two  years,  and  Fred 
Hoefner,  secretary  for  a  terra  of  one  year* 

"Various  matters  were  discussed  and  it  was  decided  to  repair  the  ,old 
fence  around  the  cemetery  with  new  cedar  posts  and  some  new  boards.  ■/ 

"There  being  no  other  business  the  meeting  adjourned. 

"signed,  Fred  Hoefner,  Secretary." 

For  an  earlier  date  on  cemetery  work  we 'found  this  statement  in  a 
Quarterly  Conference  Minute  for  Juno  26,  1921: "A  motion  was  passed 
that  a  new  fence  be  built  around  the  coraotory--the  trustees  to  act  as 
committee," 

An  old  account  book  shows  that  on  November  9,  1937ji  Fred  Hoefner 
deposited  in  The  Wontzvllle  State  Bank  tho  sura  of  $1,000.00  rooolved 
frora  the  estate  of  Ida  Schierbaura. 

On  August  27,  1938,  tho  first,  payment  of  $175*00  was  paid  to  the 
Stewart  Iron  Works  Company  of  Cincinnati  ,  Ohio,  with  another  payment 
of  $1+36.03  made  to  the  same  firm  on  September  28,  1938.  Then  other 
payments  followed  in  1938-1939  for  labor,  cement,  and  paint.  In  the 
meantime  .fp250,00  was  loaned  to,  Oberdiek  Bros,  on  Jan.  12,  1939.  The 
note  was  paid  in  full  with  fc.20  in  interest  on  May  13,  1939»  On  ' 
November  15,  1939,Waltor  Schmidt  was  paid  |L|.3«00  for  hauling  k3  tons 
of  crushed  rock.  Twelve  days  later  O^Fallon  Q  uarry  was  paid  i5^»95 
for  l|3  and  l/lO  tons  of  crushed  rock  at  $1,25  per  ton... Arnold 
Dieckman  was  paid  for  painting  the  fence  and  Olempnoe  Brakensiek  and 
Pat  Johnson  received  payment  for  digging  a  trench  for  the  cemetery  - 
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A  lawn  mower  was  purchased  from  Schluoter  and  Vogler  on  September  iLj., 
I9L1.O,  for  th.e  sum  of  ^5«50.  Edwin  T^ilemann  "cut  the  weeds  and  mowed 
the  grass"  in  19l|0,and  part  of  19i|l.  August  Meier  received  his  first 
payment  "for  cutting  weed  and  grass  on  cemetery,"  on  July  23,19i|l« 
Thereafter  payments  are  made  to  him  for  the  same  kind  of  labor  from 
time  to  time,  A  late  payment  was  made  to  him  on  October  17^1953* for 
"cutting  grass,"  Now  the  weeds  are  not  mentioned.  The  sum  was  |528»l;6 
and  on  November  3,1953>  the  treasurer  of  The  Peniel  Cemetery  Fund 
wrote  in  his  account  book--"no  Balance*"  The  next  payment  to  August 
Meier  of  which  we  have  found  record  was  February  21,  1955--"for  clean- 
ing cemetery."  This  was  for  |13«00, 

CEMETERY  ASSOCIATION  MEETS:  On  Sunday  afternoon.  March  27,  The  New 
Melle  Methodist  Cemetery  Associa*^'ion  held  a  meeting  in  The  Wentzville 
Methodist  Church.  The  Board  of  ^ireotora  elected  the  following 
officers:  President,  ^nry  Aulbortj  Vloe-presldont,  Roy  Borgman;  and. 
Secretary-treasurer,  Irene  ^ickmers.  Judge  Webster  Karrenbrock  stated 
that  tlie  Charter  had  been  received  from  the  Secretary  of  State.  By- 
la  ws  were  adopted.  Any  interested  adult  may  become  a  member  of  the 
association  by  paying  the  annual  duos  of  |2.00,  The  annual  meetings 
will  hb  held  the  first  Sunday  in  Juno  each  year.  The  local  board  of 
Trustees  in  charge  of  Methodist  interests  at  New  Melle  cleared  tke 
bank  balance  of  the  old  Freie  Peniel  Cemetery  account  and  gave  a 
check  for  the  balance  of  *275t83  to  ^iss  Rickmers.  We  are  indebted  to 
Mrs,  Melva  M.  Mennemeier,,,  Attorney  at  Law,  and  her  secretary,  I^s,  Eli 
Douglas,  for  coUi^tosics  granted  in  the  preparation  of  a  Quit-Claim 
deed  which  is  recorded  in  StrChar|:a3,  Book  3^2,  page  129,  This  was  re- 
corded on  April  6  and  on  April  9,  I960,  was  put  into  the  hands  of 
Henry  J.  Aulbort.     By  this  deed  we  surrender  all  interest  and  rights  ' 
in  said  Cemetery  to  The  New  Melle  Methodist  Cemetery  Association. 

CONCLUSION:  These  words  are  being  written  on  Thursday, p.fternoon.  May 
12,  i960.  The  final  pages  are  being  turned  in  the  history  of  ttie  New 
Melle  ^'^ethodist  ChurchJ.  the  last  sontenoes  remain  to  be  written.  The 
last  legal  procedures  are  now  being  followed  to  sell  the  church    ^-'^1  . 
to  the  Louisiana  Divisional  Mission  Board,  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
for  $1,000.00.  A  down  payment  has  been  made  of  $100tOO,  As  soon  as  the 
legal  papers  are  ready  tto  final  $900.00  will  be  paid,  and  our  Baptist 
friends  will  begin  work  in. the  New  Melle  community.  Presently  we  will 
also  sign  an  agreement  witl;  Mr,  A.W.  Moollingor  of  Modllingor 
Electronics  for  the  sale  of  the  Church  boll. 

And  thus  wo  bring  to  an  end  the  uincty^ono  years  of  history  for  the 
New  ^''^ellc  Methodist  Church.  Pounded  6n  March  31,  I869  its  requiem 
will  be  sung  in  the  summer  of  I960.  Blessed  will  be  its  memory  among 
those  who  learned  to  love  God  at  its  altar  and  hear^  His  word  pro- 
claimed from  Its  pulpit.  In  the  sanctuary  of  the  Lord  they  sang  his  ^ 
praises  in  two  tongues;  Their  bodies  have  now  returned  to  dust-but 
the  faith  lives    in.  the  hearts  of  thi:lr  descendants.  May  the  hallowed 
walls  of  the  old  building  take  on  new  vibrancy  and  now  beauty  as  now 
voices  take  up  the  song  of  redemption  which  softly  faded  away  on  tho 
lips  of  tho  dying.  So  may  God  grant  pcnoo  to  all  who  loro  '  Ilia  Church.
